The Creation of a Lead Pencil In- 
dustry in Japan 


An unthought-of result of the war 
has been the creation of a lead pen- 
cil industry in Japan. 

In 1911 Japan imported 65,000,000 
pencils, most of which came from 
America and Germany. But with the 
opening of the European conflict 
German sources of supply were cut 
off and ative manufacturers, who 
had been producing only in compara- 
tively small quantities, seized © their 
opportunity and made the most of it. 

In 1914 Japan exported over 9,- 
000,000 pencils, and in 1916 the num- 
ber had increased to 168,000,000. 

There is strong indication that 
many of the markets won by the 
Orientals will be held by them after 
the war, for they have the advantage 
of very cheap labor. Most of the 
lead which they use is imported from 
India and England.

The First Session of the Fourth Legislature 
of the Province of Alberta was opened with 
ceremony on Thursday, the 
, 1918, by His Honour

4.—THE PUBLIC HIGHWAYS ACT. 


All highways are divided into three 
classes— 
{a) Main highways; 
(b) District highways; 
(c) Local highways. 
Main highways are those of prime importance 
by reason of being trunk channels of com- 
munication between the main cities and 
towns of the province or with main travelled 
roads situate outside and adjoining the 
rovince. District highways are those of 
ess general but of considerable local im- 
rtance. Local highways are all such 
ighways as are not classified as main or 
district highways. 

The Minister shall denote upon a map 
the exact route of main and district highways 
throughout each area through which they 
are intended to pass, after consultation as 
to main highways with every municipal 
authority concerned, and as to district 
highways after agreement made with and 
ratified by by-law of every municipal author- 
ity through whose area the highways are 
intended to run. 

After the establishment by order in council 
of any main or district highway, the fact of 
its establishment shall be published in The 
Alberta Gazette, and no change shall be 
made in the route except by order in council. 

Seventy-five cent. of the cost of con- 
struction of main highways and 25 cent, 
of that of district highways shall borne 
by the Department of Public Works, and the 
balance and the cost of local highways shall 
be borne by the local authorities. The cost 
of maintenance of main highways shall be 
borne by the Department, of district and 
local highways by -the focal authorities. 
The Minister is given power to direct that 
a portion of the cost, and maintenance of 
a district highway shall be borne by the 
local authority of any area through which 
the highway does not in fact pass, such 
partial cost to be in proportion to the benefit 
the area receives. 

Each municipal authority must pay its 
pre rtion of the cost of any main or district 

ighway upon demand after construction. 

n case of the failure of a municipal 
authority to maintain any district highway 
within its area the Minister may give notice, 
and if the highway is not repaired within 
fifteen days the Minister may authorize the 
road to be put into proper state of repair, 
pay the cost of same, and recover the amount 
rom the defa' municipal authority. 

Provision is e whereby the Minister 
may build or rebuild any bridge upon any 
igkernsy where the cost of same has been 

rovided for by a specific vote of the Legis- 

ture, and in case of flood or other accident 
the Minister may repair any bridge, paying 
the cost thereof. 

All money due the Department from any 
municipal authority shall form a_ speci 
lien against the municipal taxes. All work 
shall be let by tender, except in cases where 
from its nature it can be otherwise executed 
more eopsdieouey sad economically. 

All mechanics, urers and other persons 

in highway work shall be paid 
fair and reasonable wages. 

The Minister is given power to make rules 
and regulations for the traffic of vehicles 
on any highway in the province.

The maximum indemnity paid for total loss shall 
be $8.00 per acre, but any person desiring so to do 
may, on or before the 15th day of June in each year 
give notice that he desires to reduce the rate of 
indemnity to $6.00 per acre, and the premium shall 
be_ reduced proportionately. 

Losses shall be paid within thirty days of the date 
of the fixing of the amount, less the amount of arrears 
of hail insurance tax owing by the claimant and less 
& sum representing 10 per cent. of the total insurance, 
which shall be held until such time as the rate of tax 
payable dnder the Act for the current year shall be 
determined, when said taxes shall be paid and the 
balance, if any, remitted direct to the claimant. 

The board shall, immediately after the 15th day 
of September in each year, fix the rate to be levied 
upon each acre of crop insured, which said levy shall 
be sufficient to pay all expenses of administration, 
together with interest and other charges woos money 
borrowed and to pay all indemnities awarded by the 
board during the year, and to create and maintain 
& reserve fund equal to 8 per cent. of the total risk 
during the then current year. No contribution to 
the reserve fund in any year shall exceed 20 per cent 
or be less than 10 per cent. of the total indemnities 
paid for the then current year, unless the necessary 
reserve can be maintained by less. 

Immediately after the rate has been fixed the 
board shall apportion the total amount among the 
various municipal districts in accordance with their 
respective acreages, and every municipal district 
shall, on or before the 31st day of December in each 
year, pay to the board the sum payable by such dis- 
trict, which said sum shall be levied by each municipal 
district and collected in a similar manner to that of 
other taxes.

11,.—THE BOILERS ACT. 


The old Act and amendments have been repealed 
and an entirely new Act substituted. It consists 
of some sixty-one sections, chiefly of a technical nature 
and not capable of being condensed, so that the 
reader is referred to. the Act itself for detailed in- 
formation. The chief changes are the elimination of 
the schedule of fees from "the Act and the provision 
for same being made by order in council, the licensin, 
of portable traction and semi-pertable boilers an 
the giving of a number plate to the owner each year, 
good, till the end of the year, the issue of such license 
not to be taken as evidence that the boiler is in con- 
dition to be safely operated, and the provers govern- 
ing the inspection and licensing of any compressed 
air apparatus with a maximum pressure of over 75 
poate to the square inch. 


12.—THE OFFICIAL GUARDIAN ACT.

15.—AN ACT TO AMEND THE TOWN ACT. 


The power of the Lieutenant Governor in Council 
to separate undivided areas of not less than eighty 
acres used for agricultural purposes from a town has 
been taken away. 

In case of default by a town in payment of some 
of its debenture indebtedness, the Lieutenant Governor 
in Council may dismiss the whole or any member 
or members of the council and appoint others to 
take his or their places. 

The clause making a mayor a justice of the peace 
is repealed. 

The auditor's report and abstract of receipts and 
expenditures, assets and liabilities, for the year shall 
be made in duplicate and one copy sent to the Minister 
and the other delivered to the secretary of the town, 
who, on or before the first day of December following, 
shall cause the said abstract and report, or a synopsis 
thereof, to be published in some newspaper in the 
town, or in thé newspaper the place of publication 
of which is nearest thereto. 

When the name of any person appears on “The 
Defaulters’ List” the wife, husband, son or daughter 
of such person shall not be entitled to vote unless 
such wife, husband, son or daughter is entitled to 
vote in his or her own right as a person assessed, or 
unless a certificate is produced showing that the taxes 
have been paid. 

The clause givi the council power to make oon- 
tracts for light and water is repealed, and more ex- 
tensive power is given, subject to the approval of 
the Board of Public Utility Commissioners. 

Clause 60 of section 163, giving the council power 
to control, regulate and license businesses has been 
amended by giving the council power to license certain 
defined businesses only and to collect license fees for 
the same. 

The hospital charge for a person sent in by the 
council is raised from 75 cents per day to $1.00. 

The council is given power by resolution to make 
a grant to the Red Cross Fund or to the War Veterans’ 
Association, 

The four years’ limit for the imposition of a business 

tax has been removed and amendments added by 
which, subject to the approval of the Minister 
Education, the council may fix a minimum tax» 
$4.00 to be paid by. any person assessed, and may 
require that every male resident “of the district who 
is twenty-one years of age, has resided therein for one 
month or over and has not been assessed shall pay 
an annual tax of $4.00 for school purposes, to be 
collected at any time after the first day of January 
in each year, such tax to be payable whether su 
person has resided in the district before the com- 
pletion of the assessment roll or not, but on the pay- 
ment of such tax the name of such party s be 
added to the assessment roll. The tax is le 
within three days after demand, and in case of default 
levy may be made by distress as for other taxes. 
It shall the duty of any employer to furnish the 
secretary-treasurer of the town on request with the 
names of all persons in his employ, and the secretary- 
treasurer may require such employer to pay the tax 
due by any of his employees, the amount to be de- 
duc from the wages or salary of such employee. 
Where an employee has paid a similar tax to a school 
district he shall not be liable to a tax in a town for 
the same calendar year, 
_ Where any land has been sold for taxes and there 
is a balance remaining, the town shall pay over such 
balance to the person declared to be entitled thereto 
by order of the Minister or of a judge of the District 
ourt. 

Where any land is sold for taxes the town shall 
pay into the School Taxes Trust Fund the amount 
of town school taxes owing in respect of such land. 


16.—AN ACT TO ae THE VILLAGE 


Provision is made for the erection of a summer 
resort into a village,

is not given a vote unless such person has paid his

The council may by resolution allow a rebate, 
not exceeding 10 per cent., by way of discount for

(a) For the purpose of any municipal or other 
election held under this Act prior to the completion 
of the first municipal voters’ list or the organisation 
of a municipal district, any person, male or female, 
twenty-one years of age, who has owned or been the 
occupant of assessable land in the district for at least 
two months immediately prior to the date of the 
election; 

(b) After the completion of the first municipal 
voters’ list any person, male or female, twenty-one 
years of age, whose name appears on the municipal 
voters’ list, other than the wife, husband, son or 
daughter of each person assessed, and who has paid 
all taxes due by him or her to the district up to the 
3lst day of December last but one preceding, 

(c) For the purpose of the election of any councillor 
or councillors, but not otherwise unless qualified 
apart from the provisions of this paragraph, the wife, 
husband, son and daughter of every elector as herein- 
before defined to be deemed to be an elector, pro- 
vided such wife, husband, son or daughter is a resi- 
dent of the municipal district of the full age of twenty- 
one years, and provided, in the case of an election 
held subsequent to the co yletion of the first municipal 
voters’ list, that his or her name has been entered 
on such list as the wife, husband, son or daughter 
of @ perpon a , ae 

“Resident elector’’ is interpreted to mean an 
elector as defined in paragraph (a) or (b) as aforesaid, 

who is actually residing in the municipal district 
or proposed district or part of a district as the context 
may require. Wr a me 

“Proprietary elector" takes the place of “ burgess’’ 
and means an elector whose name appeare on the voters

American Paper Advocates Making 
German a Dead Language 
in U.S. 


“Throw German text books ‘and 
the pro-German ‘teachers out of the 
public schools! Make ‘German a 
dead language, so far as the rank 
and file of America are concerned!” 

These exhortations are contained 
in a pamphlet issued by the Ameri- 
can defence society as a counter- 
blast to the activities of the German- 
American alliance, 

In the pamphlet Germany is term- 
ed “the most brutal, treacherous and 
loathsome nation. on. carth.” Fur- 
¢ ther charges are made that German 
: militarism has committed “countless 

crimes which decent newspapers 
) cannot describe in print.” 

On these grounds .it is urged that 
America turn her back entirely on 
Germany and all her works, reject 
her “kultur” and ignore her language. 

“The sound of the German lang- 
uage or the sight of a printed page 
in German reminds us of the murder 
of a million helpless old men, un- 
armed men, women and children; the 
driving of about 100,000 young 
French, Belgian and Polish women 
into compulsory prostitution for 
German soldiers; the ravishment and 
murder of young girls, as young as 
eight years; the destruction of many 
hospital and relief ships and the cru- 
cifixion of Canadian soldier prison- 
ers, Already we are reading how 
Germany cuts the throats of Ameri- 
can prisoners—our own boys. To- 
morrow it may be crucifixion. 

“These things: are not based on 
loose hearsay evidence. The proof is 
abundant. The only question is, 
What are we going to do about it? 

“Germany's greatest punishment 
for her crimes will be the records of 
history and the scorn and aversion 
of the world for the next fifty years. 
Henceforth in English-speaking 
countries the German language will 
be a handicap to every person ‘who 
uses it. In these countries the Ger- 
man language is now a dead lang- 
uage. 

“During the last twenty years the 
kaiser and his agents in the United 
States have had fine times in pulling 
the wool over the eyes of Ameri- 
cans. We know now what a_ vast 
amount of German propaganda work 
was conducted under our very noses 
for the good of Germany, while we 
—sleepy fools that we were—not 
only paid no attention to it, but ac- 
tually paid the cost of it. The Ger- 
man books until recently in use in 
New York public schools, lauding 
the kaiscr and Bismarck and Ger- 
man militarism, were every one of

them bought and paid for by the 
taxpayers of New York. 
“And this to teach a language 


which no American needs, unless it 
be the few in the medical profession 
and in the teaching of modern litera:

“The time for sentiment about

The Joy and Benefit-to be Derived 
From Garden Work

@rown-ups.who*have so little knowl- 
edge of plant life, of soils, of ferti- 
lizers, of cultural methods, of special 
adaptation of plants to soils and cli- 
mate. 

The laws of plant life,-of soil bac- 
teria, of plant nutrition: and fertility 
buidding are little known in the ag- 
rictltural world—much less in Amer- 


ica than in. agricultural Europe, 
When boys and girls row crepe 
they begin to want to. know why 


some plants do well or poorly, why 
the plants are not uniform in size, 
why some leaves are pale or ycllow 
and some are dark green, why some 
are broad and healthy and _ brilliant 
in color and some are crinkled ‘and 
curled, When they discern that it 
is caused by hunger, thirst or drowns 
ing by excessive use of water they 
commence to study the language of 
leaves and plants which is so easily 
jearned,-and never forgotten, no mat- 
ter how long these children __ live. 
Then they soon learn that plants 
live and feed as they themselves do, 
growing weak or strong by receir- 
ing food and drink of the kind and 
amount they require; that to be 
healthy, robust and strong plants and 
animals alike must have the. same 
elements of outdoor life, sun, light, 
air and ample and suitable food. 

The American people would be 
much more healthful than they are 
if they would use less meats and 
cereals and more vegetables, many 
of which contain in larger amounts 
those essential mincral salts that act 
as antidotes and neutralize the acid- 
ity produced by such foods as meats 
ahd cereal starches which contain a 
large excess of acid. All animals re- 
quire large amounts of grasses and 
vegetables for the same reasons. 
Horses fed on grains alone soon be- 
come incompletely nourished. 


One of the admirable things about 
this activity in popular garden work 
is that it will never dic; once oyr city 
folk know the pleasure and profit to 
be derived they will keep on. It will 
not require war and war prices to 
stimulate them. Quite as important, 
it will develop latent faculties in the 
young that may otherwise never be 
brought out. There will come from 
it a love of\country or rural life, ac- 
companied by the development of fu- 
ture great students of food problems 
that will benefit mankind for all time 
to come.

Modern Warrior Less Ferocious But 
More Efficient in Consequence 


When the Indian braves. of -old 
met foemen unquestionably worthy 
of their tomahawks, they arrayed 
themselves as fantastically as pos- 
sible, and emitting the most blood- 
curdling war-whoop in their reper- 
toire, raced into the fray, Their 
strategy was based on the assump- 
tion that strength of arm would have 
to be supplemented by superiority of 
will if victory was to be their por- 
tion. They reasoned that if they 
could frighten their opponents  be- 
fore their opponents had frightened 
them they would win the day. 

Then came the bearded warriors 
of the Crimea and the American 
Civil war. These were not bearded 
from choice, but from stern neces- 
sity, since the double edged 100 per 
cent. efficient blade of the modern 
safety razor was undreamed of, The 
old flat-bed razor in vogue at the 
time, could always be cepended up- 
on to be dull’ There was nothing 
left to do but to popularize the 
beard, and popularized it was. And 
the basis upon which the beard was 
popularized was that the warrior af- 
fected it. because it -imparted that 
ferocity which is the concomi:ant of 
victory, and not because he was at 
a loss to do anything else.

War and Food 


No, 15+ EGGS 


To talk to the farm woman about 
eggs is like bringing coals to New- 
castle and yet there are aspects of 
the egg business of which she never 
thinks, so much is it a matter of 
course to her to see the eggs being 
shipped to the city. It is estimated 
that about 95 per cent. of the eggs 
sold in Canada come from the farms 
and the remainder from small poul- 
try-keepers in villages, towns and 
cities. Most of the farm eggs pass 
through the hands of the country 
storekeepers. From them they go 
to the wholesale house. Finally they 
are candled and turned over to the 
jobber, or the retail trade, or put in- 
to cold storage to be kept for winter 
use. ‘ 

The most natural place for the 
farmer to sell his eggs is at the 
country store. Here he has the 


least trouble and gets the quickest 
returns ecither in trade or cash, 
whichever he prefers. 

It is estimated that the greatest 


number of bad eggs which come on 
the market are in that state because 
of conditions on the farm, A small 
percentage of the blame is attached 
to the country.store and still less is 


‘Jattributed to conditions under which 


eggs are shipped, or the loss that 
occurs in transit, 

In taking measures to prevent los- 
ses of this kind the first step must 
be taken by the farmer, In spring 
the losses are inconsiderable, but as 
warmer weather comes they grow 
heavier and heavier. The following 
are some pointers for the farmer and 
his wife on how to get the best re- 
sults with their hens: 

(1) Keep the poultryhouse clean. 

(2) Separate the roosters from the 
hens after the hatching scason. 

(3) Provide plenty of clean straw 
on the floor and in the nests, 

(4) Do not allow broody hens on 
the nests. 

(5) “Break them up” by putting in 
boxes with slatted bottoms raised off 
the floor. 

(6) Gather the eggs twice a day. 
(7) Keep them in a _ cool, dry 
lace. 

(8). Sell them twice a week if pos- 
sible. 

(9) Use clean cases and fillers. 

(10) Sell only the best eggs, cand- 
ling out any poor ones and also all 
small eggs. 


Value of Grain Screenings 


Preventing the Waste of Small or 
Broken Grains or Weed Seeds 


Three years ago the seed branch 
of the department of agriculture, at 
Ottawa, published a bulletin on the 
feed value of grain screenings, which 
included the results of feeding tests 
undertaken by the experimental farm 
branch. Owing to the growing scar- 
city of feeds, the elevator operators 
have paid more and more attention 
to these screenings with a view to 
plage the waste of any small or 

roken grains or weed seeds that 
might be used for feed. As a result, 
the lower grades of screenings are 
now composed almost entirely of 
very small fveed seeds, which are 
very difficult to grind properly and 
are not relished by stock unless mix- 
ed with other feeds. At the present 
time, the feeds division of the live 
stock branch is making a further 
careful study of the question with a 
view to obtaining the maximum ben- 
efit from this important by-product 


of the farm and the grain elevator. 


The results will be looked for with 
interest. The bulletin entitled, 
“Grain Screenings,” already referred 
to, may be obtained from the Pub- 
lications Branch, Department of Ag- 
riculture, Ottawa. 


Japan’s Navy 


She Is to Expend Nearly £15,000,000 
on Her Fleet During 1918 

Notwitstanding the scarcity of 
steel Japan is to expend nearly 
£15,000,000 on her navy during 1918. 
Some of the enhanced outlay will be 
met from surplus funds and increas- 
ed revenue, but most of it will de- 
pend on increased taxes. The total 
increase in income tax will amount 
to about 20 per cent. on an average, 
the wealthier classes feeling it most. 

The directors of seven Japanese 
shipyards, have decided to offer to 
supply 1% tons of shipping to 
America for every ton of steel de- 
spatched from America. ‘They are 
prepared to undertake to. supply 
nearly 300,000 tons of shipping to 
America. 

In 1917 the agricultural socicties of 
the province of Saskatchewan held 13 
spring stallion shows, 50 ploughing 
matches, 2 good farming competi- 
tions, 133. exhibitions, 23 standin 
crop competitions, 52 seed fairs, 1 
poultry shows and 60 short courses.

Why Canada Must 
Produce More Food 


The dangers of the food shortage and 
the necessity of the greatest possible pro- 
duction by Canada this year are empha- 
sized by the following facts published in 
The Canadian Food Bulletin: 

Lord Rhondda says: ‘‘ The Allied 
larder is dangerously empty, but we are 
carrying on in the resolute belief that we 
can rely on the people of North America 
to prevent our food supplies from becom- 
ing so diminished as to imperil the issue 
for which we are all fighting.’’ 

Sir William Goode, Secretary of the 
British Ministry of Food, in a recent 
address said: ‘‘Few people have yet 
grasped the fundamental fact that Great 
Britain still relies on the United States 
and Canada for sixty-five per cent. of her 
essential foodstuffs. Uuless we can get 
this food, or nearly all of it, we shall 
peter out.’’ 

Vicount Milner, member of the War 
Cabinet, speaking at Plymouth recently, 
said that the Allies were fighting for their 
lives, and the very existence of the free 
nations of Western Europe. It was no 
longer a question of destroying Prussian 
militarism, but whether Prussian militar- 
ism would destroy the Allies and dominate 
Europe and part of Asia. 

Mr. Herbert Hoover, United States 
Food Administrator, in a statement just 
issued, says that cereal exports to the 
Allies from this continent are 45,000,000 
bushels short of the amounts promised, 
while meat exports are very far behind 
the quantities which it had been planned 
to send and upon whieh the Allies were 
coudting. 

Even a short interruption in the sup- 
plies from thie continent, upon which 
the Allies are now dependent for their 
daily bread and for most of their essential 
food supplies, would cause famine con- 
ditions. Reserve stocke of wheat and 
meat have practically disappeared. On 
a recent date France bad only three days’ 
supply of wheat and flour fer her civilian 
population. 

As the shipping situation makes the 
Allies dependent upon the North American 
continene for food, it is vitally necessary 
that Canada should increase her produc-

tion of food in order to take a larger part 
in providing for the Allies’ requirements. 

Mr. W.J. Black, Federal Commissioner 
of Agriculture, in commenting on the way 
in which the farmers of Canada had taken 
up the question of greater farm produc- 
tion, stated that it was entirely to their 
credit. He said that, handicapped as they 
are by the labor situation, they are under- 
taking to do their best and have made a 
good begiuning. 

The efforts made by the provinces east 
of Alberta, for an increased acreage of 
four.millions, indicated the seriousness of 
their efforts. Ontario is aiming at an in- 
crease of one million acres, Quebec six 
hundred thousand, and, Saskatchewan 
hopes to duplicate Ontario's efforts. All 
are trying to keep the Allies from starv- 
ing. 

Throughout Canada the Soldiers of the 
soil movement is dosng excellent work in 
securing the needed farm help. Alberta 
has already placed more than 650 older 
between 15 and 19 years of age on the 
land to further increase production, and 
it is hoped that at least 2,000 such older 
boys can be secured in Alberta for this 
purpose, 

Boys desiring to take part in this
